The invention defined in Claims 1 to 7 are considered to meet the criteria set forth in PCT Articles 33 (2) for 
novelty and 33(3) with regard to inventive step in light of the published prior art. Although the closest art of WO 
. 1998/033678 Al (Oy Sande & Co. Ltd) and US 4832241 A (Radcliffe) disclose a device, for mounting and 
supporting a load on a seat having a co-operating device for mounting and supporting a load on a seat having a 
co-operating seat belt, they do not disclose the rear portion having two retaining members, each extending 
generally at a substantial angle to the base to resist forward movement of the device relative to the . seat, 
irrespective of whether there is correct and effective engagement of the seat belt. Both citations disclose a single 
retaining member, support means 28 in WO 1998/033678 and downward sloping section 20b in US 4832241 ; the 
invention is therefore considered to be novel and involve an inventive step. 

Claims 8 to 15 

The invention defined in. Claims 8 to 15 are considered to meet the criteria set forth in PCT Articles 33 (2) for 
novelty and 33(3) with regard to inventive step in light of the published prior art.. Although the citations disclose 
a device for mounting and supporting a. load on a seat having a co-operating seat belt, they do not disclose the 
securing means comprising a seat engaging component for engaging a rear surface of the passenger seat and 
engaging an end of a back support part of the passenger seat as defined. Both the securing means disclosed 
engage the seat base, but not the back support part, hence the invention is considered to be novel and involve an 
* inventive step. 
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
